JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present French mail extend to the 16th 
July, but by the Pacific mail we have six days later news, viz., 
to the 22nd July; the French mail of May 23 arrived out on the 
11th, and the following P. and O. mail of May 30 on the 15th 
July. The Japan Mail gives the following items of news :— 

A series of tables has been issued, giving the statistics of the 
foreign trade of Japan for the year 1872 in comparison with that 
of 1871. The result exhibits a very material increase in the 
trade of the year, both in a seh and exports, This iucrease 
amounts to nearly eight and a half millions in imports, and more 
than five millions in exports, the te increase being thir- 
teen and a half millions, as is thus shown :—

This increase is general both in the import and export side at 
all the ports. At Kanarave it amounts to nearly seven millions 
of dollars ; at Hiogo to more than five millions of dollars ; at 
Nagasaki to nearly three quarters of a million, and at Hakodadi 
to one hundred and thirty one thousand dollars. In imports the 
increase has amounted to millions of dollars in Cotton manufac- 
tures, to more than five millions and a half of dollars in Woollens 
and Woollen and Cotton mixtures, and to nearly a million and a 
half of dollars in foreign goods of a miscellaneous description. 
The only decline observable under the general headings is in 
Metals and Arms and Ammunition. In Cottons the demand has 
been greater for Yarns than for Piece Goods, in respect to which 
the importation of Kanagawa for 1872 shows a material diminu- 
tion as compared with those of 1871. But the increase in the 
supply of Woollens and Woollen Cotton mixtures at the same 
port has been very remarkable and has more than quad- 
rupled that of 1871. One item, Flannel, which has found 
no mention in the returns of previous years, was imported in 
1872 to the extent of $1,284,160 ; Cloth shows an increase of 
more than a million of dollars, and an improvement in quality and 
value as well as in the quantity of the various foreign textile 
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fabrica may be noticed. The increasing demand for foreign 
manufactures is clearly attributable to the growing taste of the 
Japanese for foreign dress. Of the total for ign imports into 
Japan for 1872, amounting to $26,188,441, one half at least has 
been shipped from England. Importation of British goods into 
Japan during the year was over three millions sterling. 

There have been fewer disturbances reported from the inte- 
rior, and it is to be hoped that the conciliatory policy of the 
Government will tend to allay present discontent, and to remove 
all cause for future trouble. In most cases the requests of the 
country people have been equitably met, and a readjustment of 
taxation made in conformity with their means and circumstances, 
and much satisfaction is expressed on all hands. The Essashu 
riots are at an end. The excessive taxes have been remitted, and 
the rioters are pardoned. 

It is officially announced that the Japanese Government has 
decided to remove the prohibition which has hitherto existed 
against the export of rice, and that free trade in this grain will 
he permitted from Ist August. There is every reason to expect 
that the present rice harvest will be on the average favourable. 
In this district and its surroundings, and throughout the North 
the prospects of an excellent crop are reported. Southern jour- 
nals report that the long-delayed rain has in many cases ar- 
rived too late, and that a deficient harvest must be anticipated. 
Cargoes of grain are already being imported to Nagasaki from 
Amoy. 

The charge at first preferred against Capt. Blakiston of Hako- 
dadi by H.B.M. Consul, of feloniously killing and slaying a 
Japanese in February last, having been dismissed by the Chief 
Judge of H.B.M. Supreme Court, he was tried in the Consular 
Court of Hakodadi on the 2sth June, on the lesser charge of 
assault on two of his servants. The Court sentenced Captain 
Blakiston to a fine in the first case of $400, of $100 in the second 
case, With $32.50 costs of Court. 

The celebration of anniversary day by the American teachers 
of the Nanko (College) on the 4th of July has occasioned some 
unpleasantness. The Japanese officials having learnt that a fire- 
work fete was in contemplation, intimated their desire that this 
should be postponed or given up The foreigners, however, 
appear to have neglected to obey the request, and the assistance 
of the police was called in. The U.S. Consul is said to support 
the views of the American teachers, on the ground that they 
were at liberty to amuse themselves as they pleased in their own 
compounds. 

The Mikado and the Empress have visited the Kaitakushi 
(Agricultural department) Model Farm in state, and have ex- 
preased much gratification at all they have witnessed there. The 
Empress has also visited the silk-reeling factory at ‘Tomioka, 
with which she has expressed herself highly satisfied. 

The Government announces that it will, to some extent, be 
prepared to consult the wishes of the inhabitants of the various 
ken in appointing local officers, They are, therefore, ordered 
to transmit the name of the person whose appointment would 
be mo-t desired. 

Telegrams from the South have reported an alarming sub- 
sidence of land at Hiroshima, on the Inland Sea. Later ac- 
counts have allayed the apprehension which this news occasioned, 
and it is now ascertained that four bridges and seven houses only 
have been destroyed. No lives have been lost. 

A considerable difficulty has been experienced in obtaining 
permission to reside or travel in the interior, and we are given 
to understand that all applications are now systematically refused. 

The weather during the interval has been dry, and has within 
the past few davs become sensibly warmer. The government 
has been requested to made a reduction in the river tax, which 
the protracted continuance of dry weather renders necessary. 

Telerraphic communication with the South has been inter- 
rupted during the past fortnight, but the service has now been 
resumed. 

During their passage to this port the crew of the British ship 
Zihe exhibited gross insubordination, for which they have been 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. 

The Shosho, to whose action the unfavourable state of business 
has been, in many quarters, to some extent imputed, is said to 
be contracting its operations. 

It is stated that several parcels of silk which were offered 
withont success to Yokohama merchants have been returned to 
the interior for home consumption. 

The Jron Duke and other men-of-war which were for some 
little time at Yokohama have left for a visit to the North Russian 
Coast Ports. 

‘The rabbit mania shows some tendency to revive, and importa- 
tions, on a small scale, are being renewed. 

It is stated that for the future all Government Edicts will be 
issued in Japanese characters as well as in Chinese.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

No notice has as yet appeared in the Peding Gazette publishing 
the fact of the Foreign Ministers having had audienves of the 
Emperor on the 2Uth June. The Japanese Ambassador arrived 
at Tientsin with all his suite from Peking on the 6th July, and 
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left by the Szechuen on the 9th for Chefoo, where he will go on 
board the Japanese iron-clad lying in that port, and return at 
once to Japan. He is much pleased with the friendly reception 
he met with at his interview with the Emperor. The Chinese, 
it is stated, wished the interview of the Japanese Ambassador to 
take place after that of the Western Ministers, but the latter, 
with a not ungraceful courtesy, gave the precedence to those who 
hap opened the way for them. It is to be hoped the lesgon will 
not be lost upon the Chinese. Mr. Wade has repaired to the 
hills near Peking, where he intends to reside during the re- 
mainder of the ot season. The heat in Peking is said to be 
dreadful. Mr. C. Waeber officially informed the other Consuls 
of Tientsin that H.LR.M.’s Government had appointed him 
Acting Consul-General at that port, and that he had entered that 
day on the duties of his post. 

In the Peking Gazette of July 4 we find-a memorial from 
Tso-tsung-tang, Viceroy of the provinces of Shense and Kansuh, 
reporting an act of atrocity committed in the district of Kaoutae, 
in Kansuh, by a Manchow General named Ching-luh, in com- 
mand of the country at Oroumtsi, situated in the north-west 
part of Kausuh. It appears that in the intercalary 10th moon 
of the 9th year of Tung-chih (Oct.-Nov. 1570), General Ching- 
luh, when engaged in laying a Lekin tax, to speak in mild 
language, on the population of Kaoutae, took offence at the obsti- 
nacy of the inhabitants of certain villages in delaying the pay- 
ments demanded ; attacked them with his troops, and over 200 
people were butchered. He at the time reported the affair to 
the Throne as the subduing of a body of rebels, and was duly 
praised for his activity, courage, and good management. Some of 
the leading people of the surrounding country having lately, 
however, had sutticient influence to bring the affair to the personal 
notice of the Viceroy, and the latter having afterwards ascer- 
tained that the people who were destroyed had not been in 
rebellion, but had been unjustly and barbarously treated by 
Ching-luh, and butchered by his soldiers, has now brought the 
affair to the notice of the Throne, requesting his Majesty to 
punish the General. 

The United States war vessel Saco, Commander McDougall, 
from Shanghai, has arrived in Tientsin harbour. 

We hear from all sides that the millet crop in this and the 
surrounding districts promises a good harvest next autumn. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 13th 
July ; the P. and O. mail from London May 30 arrived out on 
12th July, and the following French mail of June 6 was due 
the day this mail left. The following items of news.are from 
the North China Herald :— 

An interesting question of Marine Insurance has been tried be- 
fore the Supreme Court. Messrs. George Smith and Co. had 
insured seventy-five cases from London to Shanghai, against total 
loss, including risk of craft to and from steamer, free of particular 
average. Eight of the cases fell off the cargo boat and were sunk 
while being brought on shore in the Shanghai river; and Mr. 
Smith claimed to recover their value from the North China In- 
surance Company, understanding that he was entitled to recover 
the value of any portion of his consignment that might be totally 
lost. The Insurance Company contended that they were not 
liable unless the whole consignment was lost ; if the consign- 
ment came ashore in two boats, and one was lost and the other 
was landed safely, there would be no liability. The Court de- 
cided in favour of the Insurance Company. 

A seemingly interminable inquiry into the loss of some 160 
tons of coal in delivery from the ship Dude of Abercorn, which 
has been going on in the Mixed Court for several weeks, has 
been brought to aconclusion. The Court finds against the de- 
fendant, the broker who bought the o on behalf of the Fau- 
cheong hong, for about half the quantity missing, viz., 95 tons, 
valued at Tis. 1,045. If the Court had added a recommendation 
to shipmasters and officers to look more sharply after their 
Chinese friends than appears to have been done in the present 
case, it would have been only just to itself, seeing the difficulty 
rs “a been experienced in clearing up this complicated piece 
of fraud. 

Our readers will recollect that on the 24th June a case came 
before the Mixed Court in which Captain Conner, late of the 
steamer .4den, sued Chu-yi-foo, ex-manager of the Chinese Mer- 
chants’ Steam Navigation Company, for $2,000 for breach of 
contract, and forservices rendered. The Court gave judgment 
for $750, as a compromise between overtures from either side to 
settle the matter, and to this judgment defendant agreed ; but 
plaintiff was dissatisfied with the amount, and intimated his in« 
tention to appeal the case to the arbitrament of the Taoutai and 
Mr. Bradford, United States Vice-Consul-General. Upon con- 
sideration, however, he decided not to prosecute the appeal, and 
to accept the amount awarded by the Court and agreed to by 
Chu, rather than have further delay. He accordingly applied 
for the $750, but it was now Chu’s turn to take the objective, 
and when the United States assessor, Mr. Haas, addressed him 
in pursuance of the finding of the Court, he was referred to a 
lawyer for satisfaction. Captain Conner then requested the as- 
sistance of his Consul to recover the sum the Court had awarded, 
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and as Mr. Chu evaded the claim, and seemed disposed to set at 
nought the authority of the Mixed Court, Mr. Bradford asked 
the Tavutai to bring the matter to an issue by putting the juilg- 
ment summarily into execution, offering his support to that end. 
This cec’sive course was effectual in securing the payment of the 
money. 

We mentioned last week that a telegram had been received 
from Gutzlaff, stating that a raft having on it fourteen or fifteen 
people, some of whom were apparently Europeans, had been seen 
about six miles off the island, and that H.M.S. Mosgucto had been 
sent in search of the party. The gunboat failed to find the ob- 
ject of her search, but it was ascertained from fishermen that 
twelve Cantonese shipwrecked from a lorcha lost at (or near) the 
Lightship were safe on shore on one of the Rugged Group of 
islands which they call the Yangsan or Yangsay ; and these, it 
is presumed must have been the people seen from the telegraph 
station. Nothing has been seen of the raft. The Afosquito has 
returned to Shanghai. 

The weather has been hot during the week, but a strong wind 
that has been blowing has made it endurable, and the nights are 
moderately cool. We have been experiencing strong southerly 
gales, and according to the reports of the few vessels arrived in 
port from outside, very bad weather has been met with. The 
river has been unusually rough, rendering transportation by boat 
or sampan a matter of some difficulty and no little danger. 

An accident of a slight character has occurred to one of the 
American gunboats at anchor off the Custom-house, she having 
fouled the Aaisow, through which the former lost her jibboom ; 
and the United States steamer /roguois, in swinging, fouled the 
Esbern Snare, both vessels beivg damaged. 

The ships of the United States Asiatic squadron have rendez- 
voused at Shanghai for the holding of courts martial, and one 
of the principal cases disposed of was that of Lieut.-Commander 
J. H. Rowland, lately commanding the /alos. The charges 
arose out of pecuniary difficulties in which the defendant became 
involved during his command on this station. We understand 
that he was found guilty of the charges preferred, and sentenced 
to be dismissed from the service. The sentence has been con- 
firmed by Admiral Jenkins. The United States flag-ship Hurt- 
ford has gone down to Woosung, where she will await the Mfono- 
cacy, to which Admiral Jenkins has temporarily transferred his 
flag. Both vessels will then proceed to Nagasaki, and subse- 
queany visit Northern Japan waters. The Lackawanna is or- 

ered to Chefoo, and the Jroguotsto Newchwang. The Hurtford 
will probably revisit Shanghai in October. 

The steamer Pekin, intended for the China Navigation Co.’s 
fleet on the Yangtsze, has arrived, having completed the voyage 
from Liverpool in fifty-two days. She is already fitted with an 
upper deck ; and although during the course of her passage, 
particularly before entering port, some very bad weather was ex- 

rienced, she behaved admirably, her average speed being eleven 

nots an hour, or one and a half knots below the speed made on 
her trial trip. 

Mr. Pauncefort, who returned a few days ago from Ningpo, 
where his dramatic readings were well received, has since left 
for Chefoo, Tientsin, and Peking, and we may bespeak for him a 
favourable reception. 

An interesting paper on the Yellow River, from the pen of the 
Rev. J. Edkins, has been published. The writer advocates an 


effort to improve the present channel, and opposes the idea of 


trying to force the river back to its old bed. 

Lewis's Australian Dramatic Company continue to perform 
nightly ; but the open air concert of the Wind Instrument Society 
has again been the chief attraction. 

The Shanghai Courier gives the subjoined items of intelli- 
gence :— 

The completion of the new Soochow Bridge has been somewhat 

-retarded by the non-arrival of some material necessary to be 
used in its construction. That, however, is now to hand, and 
progress can be made henceforth without interruption. As it is, 

6 spans now extend completely, from the north to the south 
abutment ; the roadway is finished up to the last span, the lamp- 
posts and siderails have been carried nearly the same length, a 
new gas-main for Hongkew is being laid down in the southern 
approach to the bridge, the appre is lined off, metalled, and 
a aide walk made to it, while the fence that guards the public 
gardens is being surmounted with a dwarf iron railing that tends 

to give it a Vght and graceful appearance. By August Ist the 
bridge will no doubt be in full use by the public, whose priva- 
tions and inconveniences in the matter of transit to Hongkew 
during the past year will have put them in a better position to 
appreciate isc ages 
' The fav ‘ite clipper Thermopyle has sailed for London with 
a full cargo of tea. With the Ser Lancelot and the Cutty Sark 
a few days a head, and the 7vtania close in her wake, the Ther- 
mopyle will be, as it were, the central figure of a clipper ocean 
race that will be watched with an interest akin to that awakened 
of es by the Tueping and Ariel, the Serica, Lahloo, Spindrift, 
and Fiery Cross. 

The Base-Ball Club of Shanghai, which for some years has

HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 26th July ; the P. and O. mail from 
London June 13 arrived out on the 22nd July. The following 
items of news are from the Daily Press :— 

A fire occurred on the 24th July in a house in Woo-on-lee- 
lane. The fire broke out in the upper floor, and soon spread 
through the house, which was in a blaze before the engines could 
be brought into use, and it was not till the fire had burnt itself 
out that a copious supply of water was poured on to the embers, 
and prevented any further apres of the fire. The Hon. P. 
Ryrie, Messrs. Tonnochy, and McLeod, and several other gentle- 
men belonging to the amateur fire brigade, did good service, A 
tower is being erected over the Sentral police-station, where it is 
intended to hang one of the three large bells lately arrived from 
England, to give alarms of fire in the city. The other two 
bells will be hung one to the east and the other west of the har- 
bour-master’s office. 

The adjourned extraordinary meeting of the Hong Kong Pier 
and Godown Company (Limited) was held at the office of the 
Company on the 23rd of July. e chair was occupied by Mr. 
H. B. Lemann, and Messrs. Bertrand, G. Sharp, Heaton, Sandi- 
land, and others were present. The Chairman having read the 
resolution which was read at the last meeting, to the effect that 
arrangements should be made with a view to the surrender of the 
Company to Messrs. Jardinc, Matheson, and Co., or any other 
firm, on such terms as should be defined, stated that the arrange- 
ments then proposed to be entered into had failed. The direc- 
tors, however, thought it a pity that the company should be 
wound up without a further effort to carry it through, and he 
would, therefore, move that the meeting be adjourned until the 
30th July, as the directors had a proposal of a private nature to 
make to the shareholders. This motion having been agreed to, 
the public withdrew, and the shareholders remained to confer 
with the directors on the proposal to be laid before them. 

The report of the directors of the Hong Kong Hotel Company 
(Limited), to be presented at the ordinary meeting of share- 
holders on July 28th, states that the accounts have been duly 
audited, and show a nett profit for the six months, ended June 
30 of $6,950.76, including $923.47 brought forward from the 
previous six months, In dealing with this balance, the directors 
recommend the distribution of a dividend of $3 per share, which 
will absorb a sum of $5,574, leaving a baJance of $1,376.76 to be 
carried forward. 

In the Supreme Court on July 24, before Chief Justice Smale 
Ahmet was tried on a charge of wilful murder. The Attorney- 
General prosecuted aad Me. Kingsmill defended the prisoner. 
The offence had been committed on board the Onward, when on 
the high seas. On May 29 the serang was found killed from 
knife wounds, and the prisoner had just jumped overboard 
with a chair, but was brought back. The account given by the 
prisoner was consistent with the supposition that he was the 
murderer, although no motive for the crime was adduced. Mr. 
Kingsmill addressed the jury for the prisoner, and contended 
that the deed was committed under provocation, and urged that 
the jury should find the prisoner guilty of manslaughter. His 
Lordship having summed up the evidence carefully, the jury 
returned a verdict of wilful murder, and sentence was passed 
in the usual form. . 

The acting French Consul has received the following telegram 
from Saigon :—-“ The Directeur of the Interior to the French Con- 
sul at Hong Kong. Vessels coming from Bangkok and Singapore 
are put in quarantine. All vessels entering the river must an- 
chor at Cangiou. Inform the Chamber of Commerce.” 

We hear that the new hotel, the Hotel de l’Univers, is progress- 
ing favourably, and giving satisfaction.

BATAVIA. 

The Netherlands Indian Government have chartered for eight 
months, for purposes connected with the Atchin war, the steamer 
Ottawa, which had, for one month, replaced the Newa in carry- 
ing on the French mail service between Batavia and Singapore, 
and negotiations for chartering several other steamers are in 
pro The steamer Kinsbergen has left Sourabaya for Atchin 
to reinforce the blockading squadron. From time to time news 
comes from Atchin to the effect that the Atchinese are preparing 
for a vigorous resistance in case they are attacked a second time. 
A telegram from Padang states that the town of Atchin is being 
fortified on three sides, under the superintendence of four 
Europeans. The police at Batavia and Samarang have of late 
been busy investigating whether Arabs arriving From Singapore 
are Atchinese spies or not ; at Batavia three were suspected and 
released. Of Arabs —oeé Samarang, two were immediately 
and the remainder afterwards set at liberty. 
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Several envoys from petty States on the West coast of Sumatra 
have arrived at Batavia, and have declared that these States in- 
tend to remain neutral during the war, and have not the least 
inclination to take the part of Atchin. 

On the Ist July 26,800 piculs first quality, and 1,000 piculs 
2nd quality Government coffee were ala by auction at Padang 
at the average rates of f.53.38 and f.42.04 per picul respectively. 

The Batavia Handelsblad states that opium smuggling on a 
grand scale is taking place in Mid Java, and that it seems im- 
poesible to check it. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Our advices from this port extend to the 4th August ; no 


later mail from London had arrived out. The following sum- 
mary of news is from the Straits Times :—- 


We had begun to hope that cholera was about to leave us, and 
that the wet weather would at least cause an abatement. It 
would appear, however, that the disease has begun its ravages 
afresh, and is spreading itself over the town, instead of being 
confined, as formerly, to the low-lying fiat in the neighbourhood 
of the Rochore Canal. We hear of several cases on this side the 
river, as well as fresh ones in the district where it has prevailed 
all along, and we regret to learn that there is no room for doubt 
that real Asiatic cholera is still prevailing in our midst. The 
victims have been for the most part Malays and Klings, and it 
must be presumed that the manner of living of these people ren- 
ders them easier subjects of the poison in the atmosphere than 
other classes. Living in damp aad ill-ventilated houses, throwing 
their dirt and filth under their windows, and dieting on the very 
food that would be shunned by Europeans during the preva- 
lence of cholera, it is not at all strange that they furnish 
the greater proportion of the victims to this epidemic ; while 
the fear under which they labour renders them easily suscepti- 
ble of its influence, the slightest pain or derangement of their 
system being magnified into an attack of the dreaded disease, 
which in many instances really does seize upon them through the 
power of the imagination. The town is just now in a condition 
to favour the development of the disease to an alarming extent. 
Drains reeking with filth, offensive smells emanating from the 
beds of the rivers and creeks, and a poisonous malaria generated 
by the swamps on every hand throughout the town, are all 
causes that aid to spread an epidemic of this description—not to 
mention the fevers that have been prevalent in the town for 
some time past owing to the same causes, Weare glad to learn 
that the police are taking active measures to have the houses of 
the Chinese and natives cleaned out. 

We are assured on good authority that the reports of the num- 
bers attacked have been greatly exaggerated, and that not more 
than about one-fourth of the cases reported have been actually 
of cholera ; but of those which were really cholera, upwards of 
three-fourths were fatal. There have been, however, a large 
number of cases of very severe diarrhoea, many of which have 
ended fatally. Three cholera cases have, we hear, been reported 
in the Tanglin district, two of which have ended fatally. We 
sincerely trust the disease may not be so bad as current rumour 
leads us to infer, but from the number of funerals met in the 
streets there is reason to fear that the reports are only too well 
founded. The Siam Advertiser of the 17th July says that the 
grand total of deaths in the city of Bangkok between June 22 
and July 13 was 5,234—or an ave of nearly 240 per day. 
The other towns in the neighbourh of Bangkok contributed 
nearly as many more victims of the disease. The Siamese Govern- 
ment took active measures to arrest the progress of the epidemic, 
and to provide medicines for those in ieelcf them, the result 
being that relief was afforded to a large number, and many were 
saved from violent if not fatal attacks, 

Following in the wake of the Mahomedans, the Chinese have 
daring the last few nights been exorcising the cholera out of 
eine bore by means of torchlight processions, escorting fierce 
gladiators carried on platforms, with drawn swords and flags, 
with which they cut the air in all directions, while the demon 
was roused up with the din of gongs and cymbals. As these 
processions pass their countrymen rush out and let off crackers, 
to their own intense gratification and the great annoyance of 
hack and private carriage drivers. 

On the 30th July a burglary was committed at Richmond 
House, Beach-road, a building occupied by the staff of the Sub- 
marine ae Company. The burglars effected an entry 
into a room used for storing liquors and provisions, and helped 
themselves pretty freely, carrying away cases of brandy, gin, and 
other drinkables, besides a keg of butter, and a quantity of 
coffee. The matter is undergoing investigation by the police.

IMPORTS. 

YoxouaMa.—But little business had been done in articles of Import ; 
and in most branches of trade the complaints of absolute stagnation 
continued. Tho feeling was gaining ground that the close connection 
between the Government and the Trading Corporations is creating a 
barrier to the fair and natural development of international traffic, and 
that attempts to control (what should be) a free trade are being made 
in various quarters with a view of rendering the course of business 
artificial or arbitrary. This action is so clearly opposed to the letter 
and spirit of the treaties under which the European and American 
nations initiated their trade with this country, and is yet so difficult to 
repress or prevent, that it is possible foreign interests must continue to 
suffer until the approaching revision. By this time the influence of the 
Government interference will be ascertained ; and, as its mode of action 
becomes apparent, the true counteracting policy for the joint interests 
of the Treaty Powers will no doubt disclose itself. In the meantime 
arrivals continued large beyond any proportion to deliveries, and afforded 
only tvo favourable an opportunity to the Japanese to combine for their 
common. interests, a combination clearly impossible without some 
powerful organisation to support it. The accounts of the Japanese 
traders themselves represented business as languid and stocks unusually 
heavy, and no speculation could be looked for on their part. Cottons 
and Cotton Yarns : Exccedingly small business done in Shirtings of all 
weights, and this class of goods were dull of sale. Some heavy salea 
of T-Cloth had been made, owing to large concessions which holders 
had been willing to make, and these had been generally sold at about 
the equivalent of home rates without charges. Turkey Reds and 
Velvets were tolerably steady. Yarns were dull of sale and only in 
demand in the finer numbers. Woollens and Woollen Mixtures : In 
all goods of this class the market showed an utter want of animation, 
and most articles were quite neglected. Mousselines de Laine were in 
less favour, and prices ruled easier. Some sales of Black Orleans had 
been made at exceedingly unremunerative rates. 

HioGo-Osaka.—The general aspect of the Import trade was that of 
a slight improvement, though prices remained much as last quoted. 
The uncertainty on the part of Japanese as to the mode of dress some 
months back, the fear of an accumulation of stocks,and the consequent 
eagerness of some holders to press sales, had naturally had a demoral- 
ising effect ; so much so, indeed, that while the idea of low stocks in 
the country, and short arrivals during the ensuing season prevailed, 
Japanese generally would not venture upon business of importance at 
anything above ruinous rates. This might continue for some time 
longer, but would ultimately change unless new home supplies assumed. 
any dimensions of moment. 

Suanauar.— Piece Goods : An average business in Cotton Goods had 
been done, and the Woollen Goods market had expanded somewhat 
during thé week. Grey Shirtings—$} lbs. : Settlements not s0 heavy. 
Eagles, true and “lie,” had been sparingly dealt in, but Mildews again 
figured conspicuously to the detriment of prices and the trade generally. 
7-lbs.: One parcel of 6,000 pieces, slightly mildewed, sold at Tls 1.53. 
Prices unchanged. Collie’s Lion chop, best, booked at Tls. 1.664 to 
1.674. Heavy Shirtings continue dull, but stocks not excessive, and 
previous rates maintained. White Shirtings had been in more active 
request, and some 11,000 pieces, principally 64 reed, had found buyers. 
Tis. 1.85 to 1.90 was the closing quotation for common to ordinary 648. 
T-Cloths : Lower counts of 6, 7, and 8-lbs. most wanted, and the buasi- 
ness of the week consisted principally of such. Total sales 55,000 to 
60,000 pieces, and the current prices had been Tls. 1.03 to 1.10 per 
piece for 6-Ibs. ; Tls, 1.15 to 1.21 for 7-lbs; and Tls 1.62 to 1.65 for 
8-Ibs, Common 7-lbs. Mexizans taken at Tls, 1.40 to 1,42, and Collie’s 
Chop dollar at Tls. 1.57 to 1.574. Dewhurst’sM. T. 7-lbs., damaged, realised 
Tis. 1.474 at auction. Drills inquired for, but business on asmaller scale. 
Fancy Cottons: For Chintzes, Printed Drills, Dimities, Denims, and 
Velvets, there had been some inquiry, and previous prices were fully 
maintained. Chintzes, Tls. 1.40 to 1.48; Printed Drills, Tls. 4.65 to 
4.80 ; Dimities, Tls. 1.80; Blue Denims, 5c.; Black Velvets, 18 to 19 
cands. per yard. Woollens: Demand more general, and, to a greater 
or less extent, had comprehended almost every textile. In Long Elle, 
holders had succeeded in establishing a further advance. (C.P.H. Scar- 
lets, Tl. 6.40 to 6.45 ; Dark Blues, Tls. 6.75 to 6.80; Spanish Stripes 
and Medium Cloths, sales very large at 1 to 3 cands. higher ; Camlets 
taken at Tis. 14.50 to 15.10; Figured Orleans, at Ts. 3.60 to 3.80, 
Metals : Lead, no change ; small cash sales at about Tis. 5.55 for L.B. 
Nail Rod Iron: Another week of inactivity reported, dealers refusing 
to do business to a greater extent than actual wants required at the 
prices demanded by importers ; small transactions at last week's quota- 
tions, Tls. 3.50 for best quality, and Tls. 3.30 for M. M. Crown, 

Hone Koxo.—The market had continued quiet during the week, 
and prices generally were unchanged. Leas business was being done in 
Rice, and values were somewhat weaker. : 

Manita.—During the fortnight the business done had tot been large, 
the boisterous weather experienced having had the effect of greatly re- 
stricting transactions. 

Satcoy.—There was scarcely anything doing in the import market.

Yokouama.—A steady business had been done at slightly under 
former quotations ; at the close, in consequence of further arrivals 
having come to hand, native dealers seemed more disposed to meet the 
market, and a decline from current quotations was looked for. Settle- 
ments amounted to about 5,000 piculs, consisting chiefly of Medium to 
Fine'grades. The Mercury sailed for Kobe on the 14th July, with 
208,130 Ibs. for New York ; the Eliza Shaw had been circulated to loa 
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for New York via Kobe at £3 158. and £4. Quotations :—Common 
nominal ; medium, $29 to 32; good medium, $33 to 36; fine, $38 to 
41; flnéSt, $43 to 48 ; choice, $50 and upwards per picul. 

Hioco-Osaka.—During the month former prices had been in most 
instances maintained, but owing to a limited inquiry the market was 
weaker ai the close for grades below fine. Scttlements amounted to 
4,200 piculs for the month, or 7,850 piculs to date for the season, 
against 12,850 piculs for the same period last year. Stocks were esti- 
mated at fully 5,000 piculs. The Eliza Shaw would load part of her 
cargo at this port for New York at £4. Quotations :—Good common, 
$22 to 25 ; medium, $27 to 31; good medium, $32 to 36; fine $37 
to 42; finest, $43 to 48; choice, $49 to 53 ; choicest, nominal. 

Haykow.—There had been further settlements to the amount of 
about 12,000 chests of Congou at prices which showed little change. 

Suancuat.— Black : The market became rather quiet after departure 
of last mail, and general buying during the week had been on a very 
sinall scale. The reported settlements amounted to 17,345 chests, but 
about one-third of this quantity had been recently purchased by one 
firm. The prices paid had ranged from Tls. 17 to 304 per picul, and 
showed no change in values. KReshipments had taken place to the 
extent of 3,221 chests, and the stock was increased to 34,000. Green : 
Settlements during the week hid been as follows :—7,071 half-chesta 
Pingsueys at Tls. 30 to 41; 1,795 local packed at Tls. 31} to 324; 246 
ditto (fine lines) at Tls. 39; 301 Kiukiang packed at Ts. 33. Prices 
remained unchanged, except for inferior chops of Pingsuey, which were 
quoted at a decline of Tls. 2 to 3. On the 16th July musters of a chop 
of Teenkai were placed on the market, and it is stated that on the 18th 
this chop was settled by an English house at Tls. 40,a price which 
shows a reduction of about Tls. 5 as compared with purchases of similar 
teas at the opening of last season. Sv far musters of only two chops 
Teenkai and three chops Fychow had been shown ; these were too few on 
which to form an opinion of this season's crop. The stock consisted of 
14,520 half-chests Pingsuey, 3,000 half-chests local packed, and 3,841 
half-chests Teenkai and Fychow. 

Foocnow.—The market had been rather quiet during the week, and 
transactions had been moderate. Congou: The week's settlements 
amounted to 25,200 chests, at Tls.3 to 29. Prices for Teas over Tls. 17 
were fairly maintained, but below this a decline was apparent of from 
five mace to one tacl. Second Crop Teas continued to arrive, but 
those from the higher districts had not reached this market ; arrivals 
during the week 10,900 chests. Souchong : Settlements 2,300 chests, 
at Tls. 154 to 354. Prices rather irregular, but on the whole fully 
maintained. Arrivals 800 chests. Ovolung: Settlements had only 
amounted to 500 half-chests, at Tls. 17 to 194. Arrivals 10,000 half-chests. 
Scented Teas : Settlements had been 800 boxes Scented Caper at Tls.17 
to Tls.24, and 1,700 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe at T1s.25 to [T1s.27 ; 
prices had been maintained. Arrivals, 5,700 boxes. Flowery Pekoe: 
Settlements 900 chests at Tls.33 to Tls. 70. Arrivals 270 chests. 

Cantox.—During the week a still quieter tone had been exhibited 
in the market, and only a few small settlements had been made. The 
teamen were willing to accept lower rates for the bulk of the stuck, 
which consisted of common to medium kinds, but the unfavourable re- 
ception given to the lower grades at home had caused buyers to reduce 
their offers for these descriptions ; fine to finest were scarce, and showed 
no decline in price. 

SILK. 

Yoxonama.—Tho arrivals of new Silk had been on a moderate scale, 
but the size and general appearance of the thread had scarcely on the 
whole been so satisfactory as that of the first 300 bales. Notwithstand- 
ing this, and besides a rather limited demand, natives had been trying 
for higher prices, but at the close were more easy to deal with. The settle- 
ments had been chiefly Silk of medium quality, good having been scarce. 
Settlements, Hank sorts, 400 bales ; other sorts, 50 bales; total, 450 
bales. Stock, 700 bales, old and new. 

SHanGHal.—The market had been quiet, although some 1,000 bales 
had been added to the total settlements making total to date 9,000 
bales, against 20,500 bales at the same time last year. A portion of 
the week's settlements were consignments on native account. Since 
last mail no change had taken place in prices, except for common kinds, 
which were very much neglected, and which could be bought at really 
low figures. Amongst the purchases had been—Dragon, chop No. 3, 
Tls. 485; Tae-hoe’s chop No. 4, Tls. 435; Black Lion, Tls. 4224; 
Kukee'’s “Chin-jan,” Tls. 4174 ; Blue Elephants, Tls. 412 ; Red Pea- 
cocks, Tls. 3974. Total export to date, 8,536 bales. Stock estimated 
at 9,000 bales. 

Canton.—Increased stocks and the small sales effected were begin- 
ning to be felt on the market, and prices were $5 to 15 lower, but as 
Extra and No. 1 qualities were scarce, these grades had been least 
affected. Some musters of 3rd crop Kowkong were on the market, 
showing an improvement in the quality and formation of the thread, 
though but a slight improvement in colour. The 8rd crop was esti- 
mated not to exceed 4,500 bales, but a much larger proportion, as com- 
pared with lst and 2nd crops, had been Tsatlee reeled, consequently, 
although the yield was not 80 great, the effect on the market was ex- 
pected to tg more felt. Stock in the city catimated as 1,500 bales 
Tsatlee Reel, 200 bales Loonkong, 150 bales Cuinchook and Lacklow, 
and 500 bales of inferior descriptions. Settlements for the present mail 
reported as 265 bales, chiefly Nos, 1 and 2 Tsatlee Reels ; for the Pacific 
mail leaving same date 200 boxes Rerecls.

THE NEW GOVERNOR OF THE STRAITS SETTLE- 
MENTS. x 
(MORNING POST.) 

The announcement of the appointment of Colonel Sir Andrew Clarke 
to the Government of the Straits Settlements has been received with 
much satisfaction by those who watch Colonial questions and the career 
of Colonial statesmen from what is popularly called the ‘‘ Imperial” 
point of view. We do not so much refer to the evidence which this 
appointment undoubtedly affords of the Earl of Kimberley's anxiety 
about the affairs of that part of the East of which Singapore is cum- 
mercially and, perhaps, politically, the centre. No doubt so able and ex- 
perienced an administrator as Sir Andrew Clarke would hardly have been 
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selected for this government had not the relations between this country 
on the one hand, and the Malay Peninsula, and between Holland on 
the other hand, and the native Governments in Sumatra, reached, in 
the opinion of the Colonial Minister, a most critical stage. But the 
interest which especially attaches to Sir Andrew Clarke's appointment 
lies in the circumstance that probably no one of his age has had such 
varied experience of the higher branches of administration in the 
mother country and some of her most important colonies. We believe 
that nothing conduces so much to the good understanding between the 
Home and Colonial Governments as that which Sir Andrew Clarke's 
career evidences—namely, that the efficient discharge of public duties 
is watched and rewarded in whatever part of the Queen's duminions it 
is found ; and that as a pépiniére of official talent the public service of 
the Empire may be treated as one body. This practical union of, and 
sympathy between, the governing body at home and in our Colonies is 
worth all the theories uf “ Constitutional Unity of the Empire” which 
we laugh at when elaborated by the Duke of Manchester, and regret to 
see taken up as a political cry by Mr. Disraeli. 

Sir Andrew Clarke was one of those young Australian statesmen who, 
when “ Responsible Government” was given to the colonies in 1856, 
did so much to start the new system effectively. He was a subaltern 
a@f Engineers when the transportation question, under Lord Grey’s 
auspices, had all but produced a revolution in Tasmania and Victoria ; 
and the sagacity which he showed, as the late Sir William Denison’s 
secretary at Hobart Town, in calming this agitation brought him under 
the notice of the Governor of Victoria when a vigorous administrator 
was required to deal with the land difficulty after the discovery of gould. 
As a Minister in Victoria he had the principal share in the settlement 
not only of the Land but of the Municipal Government and Railway 
questions ; and when he was obliged to return to England for im- 
portant military duties he stood at the very head of the list of Colonial 
statesmen. Shortly afterwards he was sent on a confidential mission 
to a part of the world which just now occupies no little public atten- 
tion—the settlements on the West Coast of Africa—and_ his far-seeing 
advice, which will be fuund in the evidence before Sir Charles Adderley’s 
Committee, would probably, if adopted, have saved us the wretched 
complications and war in which we are about to expend men and 


treasure. But diis aliter risum, and with some less important 
changes the old system went on. Meanwhile Sir Andrew Clarke 
had received from the Duke of Somerset the office in which 


his abilities have rendered the must marked service to the coun- 
try. The accommodation in our dockyards at home and abroad 
had been proved, to the satisfaction of a House of Commons’ Cum- 
mittee in 1864, to be utterly inadequate; and a vigorous hand at 
the Admiralty was wanted to put things in the right course. This Sir 
Andrew Clarke has achieved. To hiin (to say nothing of smaller mat- 
ters) we owe the great works in the Rock at Malta, the huge floating 
dock at Bermuda, the stupendous extension works at Portsmouth, and 
(to a great extent) those at Chatham. He has also built by far the 
best barracks in England, the Marine Barracks at Eastney, near Ports- 
mouth. During the nine years of his administration at Whitehall the 
Admiralty works question, formerly a chronic subject of hostile debate 
in Parliament and in the press, has hardly been mentioned. His suc- 
cess in these great enterprises has carried him to the top of the profes- 
sion of engineers. Onall questions of what our neighbours call trarauc 
Aydrauliques he is regarded, both in England and abroad, as one of the 
first authorities ; and his last important act has been the preparation, 
with Mr. Hawkshaw, of the plans for the immense works at Dover 
which have just received Parliamentary approval. 

It is from practical administrators of this class that we rejoice to see 
our highest officers selected. The choice of Mr. Herbert, formerly 
Prime Minister of Queensland, to be Assistant Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, and subsequently Under Secretary of State, is an example 
well followed in Sir Andrew Clarke’s appointments, firat to the 
Admiralty and now to the Straits Settlements. He proceeds to his 
government leaving behind him no enemies, many emulators, still more 
good wishes, and not a few believers that he will “ go far,” and that 
the ability, energy, and tact which were displayed in Tasmania, in Vie- 
toria, on the West Cuast, and at the Admiralty, will carry him to the 
very highest positions in the service of his Sovereign. 





THE AUDIENCE GRANTED. 
(THE TIMES.) 

A little more than two months since a scene very striking in its 
accessories, and very remarkable in its latent meanings, occurred in 
Peking. The Emperor of China, after prolonged delays and repeated 
evasions, consented at last to receive in a formal audience the represen- 
tatives of the Western Powers. ‘This result was vigorously fought for 
during many years by the European and American diplomatists, and as 
vigorously resisted by the politicians of China. It was supposed that 
the first Treaty of Tientsin had included an admission on the part of 
the Imperial Government of China that the great Enropean Kingdoms 
and the American Republic were each of equal rank with the Celestial 
Empire itself; or had at least allowed them a pusition of dignity and 
independence qualifying thvir representatives for reception and recog- 
nition at the Court of Peking. It appeared, further, very improbable 
that, after the sharp lessons the arms of Europe had been compelled to 
give to China in 1860, the Emperor or his advisers would have relapsed 
into the an«@at error of their ways. But such a relapse quickly be- 
came mani. The Chinese are masters in the art of evasive dip- 
lomacy, and for years they enveloped their determination to refuse the 
foreign Ministersthe right of Audience in a cloud of ambiguous verbosity, 
That the policy of the Empress-Mother and of Prince Kung, who held the 
reins of power during the Emperor’s minority, was governed by this deter- 
mination to glide back, as it might be, intoa gradually more defined refusal 
of the supposed recognition is a fair inference from the facts, so far as 
we know them, of Chinese history during the past twelve years. At 
the same time we must not forget that the politics of this inscrutable 
Empire, the motives of the politicians who rule it, the intrigues of the 
Court, and the movements of the people are still tothe Western World 
a sealed book, Even the small circle of diplomatic and consular per. 
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sonages who know something of China by actual contact are ready to 
admit that their knowledge is for the most part founded on mere guess- 
work, and may go astray on the most important points. Still the infer- 
ence that the dilatory and unmcaning proceedings of the Chinese Go- 
vernment covered a design to refuse the recognition which was de- 
manded by the Western Powers was not unreasunable, and represented, 
as we believe, a substantial reality. At any rate, the Europcan claims 
were resisted and deferred from year to year. Nor was it without the 
the most patient and cautious exertion of pressure—a task needing o 
rare union of firmness and tact—that the Chinese Government was at 
last brought once again to acknowledge the propriety of the concession 
demanded by the foreign Ministers, and, what was much more im- 
portant, the Emperor to the point of making the required recognition 
by a solemn public act, the import of which could not possibly be mis- 
taken. 

The reception, therefore, of the foreign Ambassadors by the Emperor 
upon the 29th of June last sets the seal upon a very real and notable, 
though a peaceful, victory. It marks the commencement of a new era 
in the history of China ; and, though novel ideas and strange views of 
life do not easily penetrate Chinese self-conceit and self-dependence, 
yet when they have once penetrated they will make their way with 
remarkable rapidity. It is probable that, in the eyes of a Chinaman, 
the right of Audience accorded to the foreign Ministers is as eloquent 
an acknowledgment of the weakness of the Imperial Government as any 
disaster to the Imperial arms or any successes of the foreigner in the 
field. No doubt, the avenging march of the English and French armies 
upon Peking, the capture of the Imperial city, the burning of the 
Winter Palace, and the flight of the Emperor, were events calculated 
to impress even the Chinese with a lively sense of the strength 
wielded by the foreigners. Still it was possible for a Chinaman— 
especially for the hundreds of millions who lived far away from 
the coast, and from the seat of our military operations in 1860, 
who had never scen the face of a European soldier, and scarcely, 
perhaps, that of a European trader—to persuade himself that this 
fortune of war wasa mere freak of destiny, and that all would be sure 
to come right again. But when the E:mperor himself, “the Son of 
Heaven,” the delegated dispenser of divine justice and trustee of divine 
power, has recognised in the most formal manner the virtual equality, 
the sovereign dignity, and the independent position of the Envoys 
whom the foreign Powers send to the Court of Peking, the Chinaman's 
faith in the unshaken supremacy of the Flowery Land must be rudely 
tried. 

The proceedings at this significant reception were mainly formal 
We published yesterday a letter from our Correspondent at Shanghai, 
giving a brief narrative of the interview between the Emperor and 
the foreign Ministers, accompanied by some comments conceived, it 
would appear, in a temper of disappointment upon the imperfection of 
the acknowledgment extorted after so many delays and with so much 
difficulty from the Chinese Government. With this sort of criticisu 
we cannot agree either in spirit or in substance. No doubt the Inpe- 
rial diplomatists put forth all the arts of verbal chicanery for which 
they are famous to attenuate the value of the concession they had been 
forced to make. Very possibly, ambiguous expressions may have becn 
used, and ceremonial observances may have been insinuated, designed 
to convey to the popular mind the notion that the Emperor did not re- 
cognise anything like an equal dignity in the foreign Sovereigns who 
were represented at the Temple of Audience, and that the Ambassadors 
who were there received were admitted to the Imperial presence as a 
matter of favour; but, in spite of this, the substantial fact of the re- 
ception is an immense gain, and at the best the device of Chinese 
diplomacy can but slightly disguise its meaning. The knowledge of 
the concession will filter down slowly through every grade of society, 
and will teach them to look with different eyes upon Western civilisa- 
tion and the person of the foreigner. 


THE JAPANESE AMERICAN POSTAL TREATY. 

The Postal Treaty between the United States and Japan, which was 
signed by President Grant on the 6th ult., provides for an exchange of 
correspondence between the two countries by means of a direct line of 
United States mail packets between San Francisco and Japan. The 
Post-office of San Francisco shall be the United States office of exchange, 
and the Yokohama office the office of exchange of Japan. The rate of 
international postage is fiftcen cents for each letter weighing half an ounce 
or less, and an additional fifteen cents for each additional half ounce ; to 
be reduced to twelve cents at the expiration of twelve months from 
the date of carrying the Convention into effect. The United States 
charges to be two cents on printed matter, and the Japanese 
Post-office collects the regular rates of Japanese domestic postage 
chargeable thereon by the laws of the Empire. Every international 
letter received in both countries shall, in addition to deficient postage, 
be subject to a fine of six cents., to be retained by the respective post- 
offices. Additional rates of postage are required on closed mails cither 
for or from Mexico, Canada, British Columbia, and the British North 
American provinces, when transmitted entirely by land routes. The 
United States Post-office shall account to the Japanese Post-ottice for 
two cents upon every single paid letter from foreign countries sent 
through the United States. In converting Japanese currency into 
United States currency, the United States dollar is considered equiva- 
lent to a Japanese yen, and the cent to a Japanese sen. 





On the 4th inst., Mr. Gilman, merchant, of Shanghai, and Miss Oxley, 
daughter of Dr. Oxley, of Carrington House, Southsea, were married 
at St. Jude’s, Southsea.

A ReEvuTer’s telegram which appeared a few days ago 
says :—“ Before leaving Constantinople the Shah presented

“British Ambassador, but Sir HENRY ELLIOTT, acting in 
“accordance with the rules of the English Diplomatic Ser- 
‘“‘vice, declined this honour.” Lord KIMBERLEY would do 
well to extend to the Colonies this wholesome rule of the 
Foreign-office ; for certainly the licence to accept presents 
which now prevails in the Straits Settlements has become 
a great scandal. It is said that one official has quite a col- 
lection of krises and other curiosities acquired in this 
manner. We hear of slabs of tin and elephants’ tusks 
being judiciously presented by native chiefs with an eye to 
maintaining cordial relations with what are called the 
“authorities.” Even the wives of some officials are said 
not to disdain diamond rings offered by enlightened Malay 
rajahs. Some say that when Oriental generosity has be- 
come torpid it has been stimulated into action by timely 
reminders. Gossip may exaggerate ; yet if there is any foun- 
dation in the reports to which we have referred, Lord Kim- 
BERLEYS eyes ought to be opened to a system which, we 
understand, has long been the topic of indignant comment 
in Colonial circles, and which must soon corrupt and de- 
grade the Colonial Service. 











AN official communication has been received by the 
Colonial-office from the Governor of the Straits Settlements, 
stating that cholera has made its appearance in Siam, and 
also in the town of Singapore. The information has been 
transmitted to the collectors of Customs at the various 
ports throughout the country, with a view to the adoption 
of quarantine regulations. 


WE understand that Mr. VLANGALLY, the Russian Mi- 
nister at Peking, is expected to return to St. Petersburg by 
an early mail. We hear also that Dr. S. W. WILLIAMS 
has once more taken charge of the American Embassy at 
Peking, in the absence of Mr. Low, who leaves for Wash- 
ington, via San Francisco. 


Mr. Louis Srrauss has resigned his pust as Belgian 
Consul at Yedo. The Royal decree which notifies the 
acceptation of his resignation authorises him to hold for 
the future the title of Honorary Consul. 


Srr ANDREW CLARKE, the new Governor of the Straits 
Settlements, proceeds by the P. and O. mail steamer 
leaving Brindisi on the 6th proximo. 





THE ORIENTAL CONGRESS. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, Sept. 2, 
The fact of a Congress of Orientalists being held in Paris, at- 
tended by the Japanese Minister, and devoted more especially to 
the discussion of the language, histories, and arts of Japan and 
China, isan additional proof, if any were needed, of the greatinterest 
which is now taken in Europe in matters concerning the extreme 
East. Every day our relations with those two countries, which 
but yesterday were closed to the rest of the world, are becoming 
—especially in the case of Japan—more intimate and confiden- 
tial. The desire the Japanese show to become acquainted with 
the languages and the sciences of Europe is equalled only by our 
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wish to impart the knowledge bey are in search of, and by the 
interest we feel in the Shileloate and ethnographical questions 
presented by their language and customs. o assisbin gratify- 
ing these aspirations is the object of the Congrés International 
des Orientalistes, and to M.de Rosny, Professeur 2 Ecole spéciale 
des Langues Orientales, et President de la Société d EtKnographic, 
belongs the honour of having initiated and elaborated the idea 
which has now reached its fulfilment. 

The first sitting was held yesterday at la Sorbonne, and was 
presided over by View Admiral Roze, who was supported on tte 
right by Sameshima Naonobu, the Japanese Minister, and on tke 
left by M. Longpérier, member of the Institute. The saloon wis 
crowded with members and their friends, and in the orchestra 
at the extreme end was the celebrated band of the Garde Re- 
publicaine, whose music enlivened the intervals of waiting. Tle 
proceedings commenced by the distribution of medals to tke 
employés of the various establishments devoted to the printir g 
of oriental characters. .This over, M. de Rosny, who had pre- 
viously been elected President, ea oe the objects of the 
Congress, and reviewed briefly the p Japan now occupies in 
the history and civilisation of Asia, in particular, and of the 
world in general. 

At the afternoon sitting the chair was taken by the J. fc gon 
Minister, who addressed the Congress in a concise and well- 
delivered speech, in the course of which he said, “ Our presence 
here to-day is the first testimony of the entry of Japan into com- 
munity of scientific interests with the countries of Europe. As 
yet our relations with the West have been only of a political 
and commercial character ; now we, for the first time, establish 
an intellectual common ground, and I have no doubt that educa- 
tion will some day place Japan on those social relations with 
poulsetee which can only really unite nations together.” After 

aving expressed his regret at having to leave Paris the next 
day, he added, “I beg permission to call your attention to a ques- 
tion of great importance to Japan. The Japanese writing has 
practically ceased to be alphabetical, and has become, to a great 
extent, ideographic. In it we find it impossible to express the 
European ideas which we are now adopting. It is necessary 
therefore, to modify our present system. To this end we are 
already working in Japan, and permit me to hope that you will 
help us in our endeavours. We are met here to found an asso- 
ciation which shall be for the good of all ; but I do not think that 
I shall be accused of national egotism if I frankly avow that my 
country will profit more than Europe by your labours, for we 
stand in greater need of these Reaealilies than you can possibly 
do.” An interesting discussion followed on the archeology of 
Japan, in which M. de Rosny and the learned Madame Cle- 
mence Roger took prominent parts. In the evening the members 
met at a soirée at the Grand Hotel. This morning, at the 
séance, over which Mr. Douglas, of the British Museum, pre- 
sided, the question referred to yesterday by the Japanese 
Minister gave rise to a long and earnest debate. M. de pines 
led off by proposing the adoption of Leipsius’s system, and 
proceeded to illustrate what he considered to be its excellences. 
Others, among whom was M. du Bousquet, the Interpreter 
to the French Legation at Yedo, held that the Latin sounds as 
used in the works of Gongalves, Callery, &c., were to be pre- 
ferred ; while some ably maintained that it was altogether quite 
posible to arrive at a satisfactory common system. The 
ifficulty of framing an alphabet which shall represent to the 
people of every nation precisely the same sounds is certainly 
t. The discussion ended in a compromise, and while it was 
admitted that it would perhaps be possible to establish a code of 
signs which, for literary pu , Should be intelligible to 
European savants, it was agreed that for all practical purposes 
the people of each nation must adopt their own several systems 
for expressing the Japanese character. 

This afternoon the subjects for discussion are the pelitical, 

economical, and commercial conditions of Japan.

1. The Diploma of Honour of the Universal Exhibition of 1873 in 
Vienna will bear the character of a peculiar distinction for eminent 
merits in the domain of science, its applications to the education of the 
people, and the advancement of the intellectual and material welfare of 

w# Man. This distinction can be awarded exclusively by the Council of 
Presidents upon the proposition of a Jury of Groups. 

2. The Medal for Progress is destined for exhibitors of Groups I. to 
XXIIL and of Group XXVI. who have furnished provfs of considerable 
progress over similar products shown at former Universal Exhibitions, 
by new inventions, introduction of new materials and contrivances. 

8. The Medal for Merit can be awarded to exhibitors who will sup- 
port their claims by the goodness and perfection of the work, the ex- 
tent of production, the opening of new markets, the employment of 
improved tools and machinery, and the cheapness of the product. 
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4. The Medal for Fine Arts is reserved to eminent objects of Fine 
Arts of the 25th Group. 

5. The Medal for Taste will be awarded to exhibitors of articles of 
Industry prominently manufactured where the forms and colours are 
tu be appreciated in the first rank. 

6. The Medal for Co-operation is destined for individuals who will be 
designated by the Exhibitors as managers of manufactories, foremen, 
drawers of patterns, model makers, or assistant workmen, for the sub- 
stantial part they have taken in the excellence of the produce or in the 
increase of the sale. 

7. The Diploma of Merit can be awarded to exhibitors who have 
given proofs uf meritorious accomplishments, not, however, in a degree 
to justify the awarding of the Medal for Progress or for Merit. 





SIAM CONSULAR REPORT. 

A small Blue-book has been issued containing a report from 
Her Majesty’s Consul-General in Siam on the commerce of the 
country, and a return of the exports and imports during 1872. 
There are few countries, it says, where the eccentricities of 
the seasons would be more easily controlled than in Siam, and 
yet nothing whatsoever has been done to mitigate the evils 
which arise from physical causes. The country is so well watered 
that it would require very little trouble to bring a su ply suffi- 
cent to secure a, good crop in the driest seasons, while during the 
highest floods known for thirty years the water has risen only 
. about six inches above the average. It happens, therefore, that 
severe famines are almost unknown in Siam ; and it is for this very

reason, perhaps, that nothing has been done to aid nature’s gifts 
to man. The Consul, on this account, thinks it is not to be 
wondered at that Siam is being fast left behind by British Burmah 
and French Cochin China, notwithstanding that it probably 
possesses greater natural resources than either of those countries. 
One disadvantage under which Siam labours, however, is that 
Bangkok, its chief town, has no telegraphic communication with 
the outer world. 

The export of rice from Siam last year is stated to have been 
somewhat greater than in the previous year, but nevertheless it was 
below the average. The value of it was $3,764,785. The import 
trade, however, was in excess of previous years, and is said to 
be almost entirely in the hands of British subjects, the greater 
part of the goods having been manufactured in Great Britain or 
, British India. 








CHINA TEA FREIGHTS. 


The following letter has been received from the Secretary of 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company, in reply 
to a communication from the Committee of Lloyd’s arising out 
of the representations of the Marine Insurance Companies in 
Hong Kong, with regard to the differential rates for conveying 
new teas from China to London, and to the inducement thus 
offered for racing amongst the steamers engaged in the trade :— 

Sir,—I am instructed by the directors to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 28th ult., enclosing a copy of one addressed to the 
Committee of Lloyd’s by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., and other 
representatives of Marine Insurance Companies in Hong Kong, upon 
the subject of the differential rates of freight charged by this company 
for conveying new teas from China to London, and to the inducement 
thus offered for racing among the company’s steamers. In reply I am 
desired to assure you that the directors most thoroughly concur with 
the firms whose signatures are attached to the letter in question in de- 
precating the practice of “racing,” if by that term is meant the running 
of undue risks for the purpose of making a rapid passage, and I may, 
perhaps, be permitted to say that they have a stronger interest in the 
matter than any of the firms which have addressed you, inasmuch as 
the company’s steamers are entirely uninsured, and the loss of such a 
vessel as the Venetia would absorb a very large proportion of the year’s 
carnings, and seriously diminish the return to the shareholders. They 
have, thus, the most powerful incentive to make safety the paramount 
consideration in the navigation of the company’s steamers, and this 
they endeavour to impress upon the commanders, not merely by strin- 
gent general rules, but in all their personal communications with them. 

The interest of the company and of their employes in the safety of 
their steamers (to say nothing of the lives and property on board) must 
therefore be so far superior to any comparatively trifling increase of 
freight to be gained, not by the commander but by his employers through 
the working of a sliding scale (which was adopted principally to cover 
the cost of the additional fuel consumed in making a rapid passage), 
that the directors cannot admit that the operation of this plan has led 
the commanders of the company’s steamers in any way to relax their 
vigilance or to run risks. To prove this they would be willing to sub- 
mit the log of the Venctia to the inspection of any competent person 
acquainted with navigation, and they may add that while the Venetia 
anchored every night on the passage from Hongkow to Woosung, they 
understand that one at least of the other steamers which left about the 
same time ran day and night down the river, although her rate of 
freight was fixed, and was not dependent upon the length of the passage. 

The directors believe they have said enough to show that the opera- 
tion of the system of a differential scale of freight has not in the case 
of this company’s steamers brought about the evil result which the 
agents of the insurance offices deprecate, and which might prima facie 
be expected from it ; and they may perhaps be allowed to suggest that 
in their opinion the cause of some of the losses which have occurred is 
to be found rather in the attempt of steamers with comparatively small 
power to make the passage in as short a time as full-powered steamers, 
such as those of this company. : 

Nevertheless, as the directors are desirous to avoid oven the appear- 
ance of encouraging the practice of preferring speed to safety, they have 
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decided that should they load any steamers from China at the com- 
mencement of the next tea season, the rate of freight shall be fixed, 
and they trust that in this course they will have the encouragement, 
not only of the firms who have signed the letter under reply, but of the 
merchants generally. : 

Lam to add that the directors will feel obliged by your giving this 
letter the same publicity as was given to that to which it is a reply.—

Monetary and Commercial, 





Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
8rd inst. at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted 
were—to Calcutta £680,000, and Bombay £20,000. The m/nz- 
mum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10d. on all Presidencies. 
Tenders on Calcutta at 1s, 1O}d. will receive about 25 per cent. ; 
on Bombay, at that price in full. These results show a further 
recovery in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

The pioneer steamer of the New York, London, and China 
Steamship Company, the Turtar, will leave for Singapore, Hong 
Kong, Yokohama, and Hiogo about the 20th inst., and the first 
steamer of the Eastern aud Australian Mail Steam Company, 
the Sunfoo, will sail for Singapore, Batavia, Brisbane, and Sydney 
about the 23rd. 

Herapath’s Journal prints the following remarks on the recent 
improvement in the shares of the P. and O. Company :— 

Our readers interested in this company may have noticed that the 
price of the shares has lately been gradually creeping up, until from a 
small discount they have reached £5 premium on each £50 share, equal 
to 10 per cent. premium. It has long been a matter of surprise tu us 
that the shares of this great steam company have remained so flat, 
since it is well known that the return to the shareholders last year was 
7 per cent., and tkat the company are adopting a line of policy with 
regard to the reconstruction of their fleet which must result in great 
alvantage. They are gradually building new, larger, and superior 
vessels in replacement of inferior old ones, and yet not calling up a 
pound of additional capital ; at the same time they pay the 7 per cent. 
dividend to the shareholders, probably this year more than 7 per cent. 
The new vessels enable more freight to be carried at much less cost, 
each new vessel being not only larger, but fitted with the economical 
compound engine, which saves nearly half the coal, We expect that 
those who bought P. and 0. shares years back at their highest premium 
will yet see their money back. 


The directors of the German Bank of London have declared a 
dividend “ on account,” free of income-tax, out of the earnings 
of the Bank during the half-year ending the 30th June last of 
63. per share, being 3 per cent. on the paid-up capital of the 
Bank. 

The directors of the London and San Francisco Bank, Limited, 
have declared a dividend “ on account,” of 6 per cent., being 12s. 
per share, out of the earnings for the half-year ending the 30th 
June last, free of income-tax. 

The Commercial Union Assurance Company announce an in- 
terim dividend, by way of interest, of 2s. 6d. per share, or 5 per 
cent. per annwn on the paid-up capital. 

A meeting of the Realm Marine Insurance Company has been 
held, but the representatives of the press were refused admission. 

A general meeting of the India and China Tea Association, 
Limited, is called for the 10th inst., to approve an agreement 
for the transfer of the undertaking to the Merchants’ Tea Com- 
pany, Limited. 

The receipts of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the month 
of August amounted to £28,091, as against £28,378 in August 
of last year. The receipts of the Eastern Extension, Australasia, 
and China Company for the month were £19,219. 

A large amount of Mexican dollars has been sold at 574d. per 
oz., partly for China aud partly for refining. This shows a de- 
cline of 3d. per oz., but, considering the low rates advised from 
China, and the depressed state of the silver market for some 
time past, it was not anticipated that a higher price could be 
obtained.

Sd. to 2s, 1d. per Tb, Green: There has 
been little passing beyond a simul shipping demand for the fine pines of 
Young Hyson suitable for Canada and New York, but at this time of 
year the market is barely supplied, and orders are difficult to fill up. 
New Ping Sueys have arrived per French Mail Steamer, 

Messrs, Percival and Co.’s Circular says :—Importations during the 
month have been heavy, amounting, inclusive of Indian Tea, to no less 
than 22,000,000 Ibs., and as importers have been free sellers the market 
for the time being has been considerably overweighted with fresh sam- 
ples, and prices generally have tended in favour of buyers, though on 
the whole more firmness has prevailed than might have been expected. 
The Cathay, with the first of the new season's crop, from Foochow, 
arrived on the 11th inst. ; her cargo met with considerable attention 
from the trade, and was bought freely at prices ranging from 1s, 3d. to 
2s. 6d., some of the finest chops being considered fully equal to last 
season's, the medium to fine sorts barely so good. The Hong Kong, 
Glenlyon, and Achilles have since arrived, and a considerable portion of 
their cargoes has been disposed of at a reduction of about 4d. to 1d. per 
Ib. on prices obtained for similar qualities, ex Cathay. The first crop of 
Kaisows is reported to be 40,000 packazes lesa than last year; this, 
coupled with the fact that about 4,500,000 Ibs. of fine black leafs have 
been lost in the Drummond Castle and Singapore, has rendered holders 
of fine and finest qualities of Congou very firm. 

At a public sale Thursday 7,040 packages China, chiefly new season’s 
were offered, and nearly the whole sold without reserve as follows :— 
2,069 packages, per steamer Sarpedon, from Shanghai, sold without re- 
serve on impurters’ account, viz., 1,089 chests new season's black leaf 
Congou, Is, 4d. to 1s. 43d. ; 390 half-chests ditto, 1s. 4}d. to Is. 44d. 5590 
half-chests and cases Moyune Hyson, 1s. 93d. to 4s, The Congous sold 
heavily at a decline of 4d. on private contract pricea, but the Hysons, 
especially the finest qualities, met a good competition, the rates realised 
being full as corapared with those paid for similar kinds in the sales of 
August. 198 chests new season's Moning Congou, per Emeu, sold at 
Is. 34d., also 500 half-chests, per French steamers, at Is. 7d. to 1s. 7}d., 
800 boxes ditto withdrawn ; 115 chests 107 half-chests new Kaisow sold 
at Is. 64d. to 1s. 7}d., and 300 boxes new Tayshan at 1s. 0fd. A break 
of old black leaf brought 10d., and old red 11$d. to 11fd. 611 packages 
Oolong Formosa leaf sold from 1s. 04d. to 1s. 27d., but 600 packayes 
new season's ditto were withdrawn. 614 boxes new Scented Orange 
Pekoe and 165 boxes Caper withdrawn. Ping Suey Gunpowder (445 
packages) sold from 1s, 3}d. to 2s. 7}d., Imperial (56 packages) at 
1s. 5d. to 1s. 5$d., Young Hyson (171 packages) at 114d. to 1s. 6d., 
Hyson (39 packages) at 10d. to 10}d., and Twankay (16 packages) at 
7d. to 74d. 

SILK. 


Messrs, Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.’s Circular says :—There has been 
more business doing in China Silk during the past month, owing to the 
desire of importers to keep moving their old stocks before any quantity 
of the new Silk could arrive. Buyers have shown a more general dis- 
position to make offers, but always under quotations, and in most. in- 
stances they have been accepted ; thus the market has been irregular, 
and the turn has been nearly always in buyers’ favour. The medium 
and better grades of Tsatlecs are decidedly easier, but common Silk, 
being loss plentiful, maintains its price. The new Chinas, of which 
3,000 bales have arrived as yet, do not seem in favour, and sales are 
difficult, the general fulness of the size being a matter of great com- 
plaint. In Canton Silk there has been a fairish business at unchanged 
rates, and in Japan Silk, which for some weeks had been extremely 
dull, there has been within the last few days a large business doing at 
lower prices. Bengal Silk is without any new feature, beyond a little 
more inquiry for bright fine Silk, and a few sales at casier rates. | The 
deliveries for the past month are satisfactory, showing a marked im- 
provement as regards Chinas, and the stocks generally show a material 
alteration as compared with the Ist August, and differ only a trifle as 
compared with this time last year ; these figures should give confidence, 
and especially so with the existing range of prices. 

Messrs. Jacomh, Hogg and Co. report as follows :—During the past 
month a small daily business has been done, with, however, a con- 
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tinually drooping tendency of prices, which show a further slight de- 
cline on almost all descriptions of Silk. Importers have shown a dis- 
positiv™ to meet the Market, which may be attributed probably to the 
disappuintment of hopes, at one time entertained, that the new Silk 
would attract the attention of buyers ; but its unsatisfactory nature 
(as it #4 not in any degree superior to last season's) has not encouraged 
operations beyond what were necessary for actual requirements. In 
China Silk business has not been contined to any parcicular grades : 
quotations show a general decline in all classes of about 6d., and in 
some instances 1s. per lb. The deliveries show an improvement of 
nearly 300 bales as compared with those of last month. Canton Silk 
has been rather more in request, without any material feature to 
notice. Japan Silk has attracted more attention of late, and some 
rather large parcels of medium Mibash have changed hands at 21s. ; a 
few sales of best Mibash have also taken place at from 23s. 6d. to 
24s. 6d. ; there is not much doing in other descriptions, although prices 
are decidedly in favour of buyers. 

Since the 1st inst. the market has continued in an unsatisfactory 
state, and although the demand has slightly increased it is not sufficient 
to impart steadiness to prices, the tendency being still downwards. In 
China Silk the daily transactions are on a fair scale, and most descrip- 
tions find buyers to a mnvderate extent ; prices are rather irregular, and 
as a rule importers have to make some slight concession to induce busi- 
ness. Canton Silk is in demand, and prices show no material alteration. 
Japan Silk has attracted attention, but although there has been rather 
a large business doing, prices are with difficulty maintained, Deliveries 
Ist to 3rd, inclusive :—China, 376; Canton, 90; Japan, 110 ; total, 
576 bales, .

The Singapore and 
Kwangchow are complete wrecks ; the natives treated our people with 
hospitality and kindness, and have been rewarded. 

Dean, Seet. 1—The Dolbadern Castle, Morgan, from Shields to 
Galle, has’ put back to the Downs with foreroyalmast, head-gear, top- 
rail, &c., carried away, and bulwarks damaged on the starboard side, 
having been in collision off Dungeness with the Reine (Fr. schr.). 

LiverPoot, Sxpt. 2.—The Majestic, which arrived here Aug. 31, from 
Singapore, shipped a heavy sea, June 23, which carried away rails, after 
hatchhouse, stove in cabin windows, and started rudderhead ; on July 
23 she encountered a severe gale, and was hove to for fuurteen hours. 

Advices from Ascension, Aug. 15, state that the Rosita y Nene (Span. 
str.), from Macao to Havana, with covlies, put in there, 7th, with bear- 
ings of mainshaft at sternpost carried away, and rudder damaged ; she 
will commence repairing as svon as she is clear of quarantine, under 
which she has been placed fur twenty-one days, from the date of her 
arrival, as she had sinall-pox on board. The last case broke out July 
11, and seme deaths have occurred since her arrival. 

Advices from St. Helena, Aug. 11, state as follows:—The Fort 
Regent, Olsen, from Ilo [lo to New York, which put in there, July 9, 
leaky, has now discharged the whole of her cargo.

This danger (Bokhura rock) is a pinnacle ruck with three fathoms on it 
at low water springs, it has scven fathoms close to on all sides, and ten 
fathoms around.

% W. seven cables, and Tathong rock N.W. 4 W, nearly thirteen cables, 
Note.—Ships from Hong Kong bound to the southward, and passing 
through Tathong Channel, are recommended to keep in mid-channel : 
if intending to proceed through the Shing-shi-moon past Tatheng rock 
should not be brought to bear to the northward of N.N.W. (or with 
Cape Collinson seen well open to the eastward of it) until Tytam head 
comes open of the southernmost islet off Cape d’ Aguilar. 








The steamer Koning der Nederlanden, 3,500 tons, built by Messrs. 
John Elder and Co., and belonging to the Steamship Company Neder- 
land, arrived at Niew Dieppe (Holland) on the 20th ultimo, from 
Batavia. This steamer left Niew Dieppe for Padang, Batavia, and 
Sumarang on May 17 last, and consequently has done the voyage 
out and home, via Suez Canal, within the short period of 3 months and 
104 days.
